Ahmad Ben Saleh his passport back Tuesday, almost three weeks after 
they confiscated it without explanation, Ben Saleh's friends said 
Wednesday. Ben Saleh, 62, leader of the small Mouvement de L’Uolte 
Populalre, has spent most of the past 28 years in prison or in exile. He 
returned to Tunisia last June. 

Iran looks at amnesty for dissidents 

NICOSIA (R) — Iran is investigating an amnesty for dissident groups, 
many of whose members it has hanged for siding with Iraq. 
Intelligence Minister Mohammad Mohammadi Reyshahri said his 
ministry and security council had drawn up plans for a nationwide 
amnesty for members of “outlawed groupkts,” the Iranian news 
agency IRNA reported Wednesday.. Reyshahri, responsible for 
internal security, said the amnesty to pardon dissidents had yet to be 
endorsed by political leaders. 

S. Africa n family awarded $100 .000 prize 

ATLANTA (AP) — South Africa’s Sisal n family, several members of 
whom have been jailed for battling apartheid, was awarded the 
Carter-Menil Human Rights Prize Tuesday for giving “hope to all in 
South Africa who oppose and suffer under this unjust system.’’ The 
prize, named after former President Jimmy Carter and Houston 
philanthropist Dominique de Menfl, is to be presented to Walter and 
Albertina Sisufu and their seven children at a Dec. 10 dinner at the 
Carter Presidential Centre in Atlanta. Sisulu and one of his sons is in 
prison. 

Heavy rain sweeps eastern Turkey, 9 killed 

ANKARA (R) — Nine people were killed Wednesday when heavy rain 
swept eastern areas of Turkey, destroying buildings and cotton fields, 
officials said. Weathermen said more rain was on the way in areas 
near Turkey’s borders with the Soviet Union, Iran, Iraq and Syria. 
Six people, including two children, were drowned in the southeastern 
town of Nizip, where two cotton factories and three oil seed factories 
•were destroyed. Two women were drowned in Gene, eastern Turkey, 
and scores or mud and brick buildings were swept away. In Van, near 
the Iranian frontier, a boy was killed when a house collapsed. 

British lawmakers visit Syria 

LONDON (AP) — Four British lawmakers, ignoring government 
disapproval, left Wednesday on an [inofficial visit to Syria to discuss 
the plight of British hostages in Lebanon. The lawmakers, Robert 
AdJey and Robert Hicks of the governing Conservative Party, and 
opposition Labour Party members Andrew Faulds and Stuart 
Randall, said they would be guests of the Syrian government. A 
Foreign Office spokesman said the government dissociated itself from 
the vfelt and had advised the lawmakers not to go. Britain broke off 
diplomatic relations with Syria two years ago, saying Syria was 
involved in an attempt to blow up an Israeli airliner at London’s 
Heathrow airport. 
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FRANKFURT (R) — American engineers Wednesday turned cutting 
torches on tune of the 144 U.S. Pershing-2 nuclear missile launchers in 
West Germany to be scrapped under the superpower intermediate- 
range nuclear forces (INF) disarmament treaty. Ten Soviet inspectors 
watched crews at the U-S. Hausen base work on the trailer-mounted 
launchers, worth 5830,000 each and now being sold for scrap. They 
are the only U-S- weaponry to be destroyed outside the United States 
under the pact. 

Assiut police move to end hospital sit-in 

ASSlUT (AP) — Hundreds of armed policemen surrounded a 
government hospital Wednesday to clear out Muslim fundamentalist 
students protesting the force-feeding of veiled women hunger strikers, 
witnesses and police sources said. The sources said the women, 
students at Assdul University, began fasting several days ago after they 
and others were ordered to shift dormitories. University administra- 
tors apparency were attempting to break up concentrations of 
fundamentalist women wearing bead-to-toe veils.

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LONDON (AP) — Israel is “sleepwalking to disaster” in its treatment 
of Palestinians living in the occupied West Bank and Gaza Strip, 
Foreign Office Minister William Waldegrave said Wednesday.

4 wounded as Palestinians 
protest settlers’ attacks 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
(Agencies) — Israeli troops shot 
and wounded at least four Palesti- 
nians Wednesday, reports said, 
and residents of the occupied 
West Bank and Gaza Strip staged 
a general strike in protest at 
attacks on Arabs by Jewish set- 
tlers. 

Reports said two Palestinians 
were wounded in clashes with the 
army in the northern West Bank 
town of Jenin, a 10-year-old boy 
was shot in the chest in the 
nearby village of Bala'a and a 
resident of Gaza City was injured 
Jjy_ gunfire. 

Troops dispersed angry crowds 
with tear-gas outside a hospital in 
Hebron after two Palestinian 
teachers died and two were criti- 
cally wounded in a road crash 
with an army jeep, sources said. 

Nearly half of the population of 
the Gaza Strip was placed under 
curfew in seven out of eight re- 


fugee camps and two neighbour- 
hoods. 

But hospital officials reported 
Serious clashes in the Sha'ti re- 
fugee camp in Gaza City and said 
several people were treated after 
being beaten by soldiers. 

Shop closed, public transport 
halted and labourers stayed home 
from work, in response to the 
strike call by underground lead- 
ers of thc I0-momh-old uprising, 
who accuse Jewish settlers of 
joining the army in attacks on 
Palestinians. 

According to unofficial figures, 
settlers have shot at least 10 of 
(he 309 Palestinians who have 
died *in the uprising. Protesters 
have attacked settlers’ cars with 
petrol bombs and stones, 
although there have been no 
direct assaults on the heavily- 
fortified settlements. 

Likud vows settlements 

Prime Minister Yitzhak Sha- 


mir’s right-wing Likud Pony said 
Wednesday it would renew Jew- 
ish settlement throughout the 
occupied territories if it won the 
general election in November. 

The Likud platform, distri- 
buted to journalists, said there 
would be no Palestinian state, 
“foreign sovereignty” or self-de- 
termination in the occupied terri- 
tories. 

“The Likud will renew the set- 
tlement policy in all parts of the 
land of Israel,” said the Likud 
document. 

The platform said Israel had a 
“right to sovereignty” over the 
West Bank and Ga 2 a Strip. It 
would raise the claim according 
to the 1978 Camp David agree- 
ments in negotiations on the final 
status of the areas after a five- 
year interim period of limited 
Palestinian self-rule, the docu- 
ment said.

PLO said to have helped draft 
statement recognising Israel 


TEL AVIV (Agencies) — Two 
Israeli parliamentarians said 
Wednesday they had agreed with 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion (PLO) officials in Belgrade a 
text explicitly recognising Israel. 

If confirmed by the PLO, it 
would be the first public docu- 
ment in which the movement 
accepted Israel's right to exist, 
said retired General Mattityahu 
Peled, of the Progressive List for 
Peace (PLP). 

Peled and fellow PLP parlia- 
mentarian Mohammad Miari 
issued the text at u news confer- 
ence and said it would also be 
released by the PLO office in 
Belgrade. 

The PLO delegation was led by 
Mahmoud Abbas, Miari said. 

The passage recognising Israel 


called for “a just political solution 
(of the Arab-Israeli conflict) 
based on the just national rights 
of the Palestinian people, pri- 
marily their inalienable right to 
self-determination and thc crea- 
tion of a sovereign independent 
slate alongside the state of Israel 
on the territory of its homeland 
and with its capital in East Jeru- 
salem.” 

Peled and Miari travelled to 
Yugoslavia last week specially to 
meet the PLO delegation. 

The document also said the two 
sides agreed the “only way to 
achieve such a just peace was 
through negotiations in the 
framework of an international 
conference with the participation 
of the five permanent members of 
the U.N. Security Council and all 


interested parties including Israel 
and the PLO." 

Peled said Abbas told him a 
Palestinian state alongside Israel 
was the goal of the mainstream 
leadership of the PLO and a 
forthcoming meeting of the Pales- 
tine National Council (PNC) 
would be asked to approve this 
despite the opposition of a 
minority. 

The rexr could boost PLP 
chances in Israel’s Nov. 1 general 
election if Arab voters see it as a 
PLO endorsement of the group. 

Israeli rightists accuse the PLP 
of being a front for the PLO 
among Israel’s 600,000 Arabs, 
but the supreme court rejected a 
rightist petition to ban the party 
from the election by a 3-2 ruling 
Tuesday. 


5 Israeli soldiers 
killed, 5 wounded 

in suicide attack 


TYRE, Lebanon (Agencies) — At least five 
Israeli soldiers were reported killed and five 
wounded in southern Lebanon Wednesday in 
what resistance fighters said was a suicide 
carbomb attack. 


Witnesses said an explosion 
tore apart a mini-bus packed with 
troops, the last vehicle in an 
Israeli military convoy travelling 
just outside Israel's border in its 
self-declared “security zone." 

Repons said the blast killed 
five Israelis and wounded at least 
five when it ripped through the 
convoy at 2 p.m. (1200 GMT) 
near the border town of Metulla. 

'There are no survivors in the 
bus. Definitely more than five 
Israelis were killed or wounded 
and the mini bus was tom to 
pieces,” one witness said. 

In Beirut, the Islamic Resist- 
ance said one of its members 
drove a car packed with explo- 
sives into the convoy. 


A spokesman refused to name 
the suicide bomber but said rhe 
group would issue a video tape 
and photographs of the attack 
Thursday. 

A U.N. source said Israeli heli- 
copters hovered over the area 
and ambulances rushed to the 
scene to evacuate casualties. 

The "Voice of the South'* radio 
station — run by the SLA and 
broadcasting from the zone — 
said senior Israeli officers and 
SLA commander Antoine Lahd 
supervised the evacuation. 

It said a car laden with tens of 
kg of TNT exploded near the 
convoy killing or wounding sever- 
al people. 

The “Voice of Free Lebanon" 


in Beirut said the car was packed 
with more than 100 kg of TNT. 

The Islamic Resistance spokes- 
man said 24 soldiers were travell- 
ing in rhe vehicle rammed by the 
suicide bomber. He said a total of 
40 soldiers were in the convoy. 

He described the attacks as a 
gift to the Palestinian uprising in 
the Israeli-occupied West Bank 
and Gaza Strip and said it was 
also intended to commemorate 
the birth of the Prophet Moham- 
mad Saturday. 

There was no immediate com- 
ment from Israel on the incident, 
which would be the second 
suicide bomb attack since 19S6 
when several were launched 
against Israeli troops and their 
local allies in the South Lebanon 
Army (SLA). 

On Aug. 19 this year a suicide 
bomber drove a car rigged with 
explosives towards Israeli troops 
in the “security zone," but it 
exploded before reaching them. 


Militias on alert amid 
deepening Lebanon crisis 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — Leba- 
non's leftist militias went on alert 
Wednesday in case of war with 
their rightist rivals and one senior 
official forecast no quick end to 
the country’s leadership crisis. 

Security sources said four lef- 
tist militias were ordered to pre- 
pare for possible clashes with the 
hardline rightist “Lebanese 
Forces” militia in case the right- 
ists took military action to end 
the political impasse. 

The Lebanese Arab Baath Par- 
ty, the Progressive Socialist Party 
(PSP) and Lebanese Communist 
Party were told to counter moves 
to strengthen the Lebanese 
Forces, they said. 

The official newspaper of 
Syria’s ruling Baath Party 
Wednesday accused the 
Lebanese Forces of Mocking the 
election of a new parliamentary 
speaker in Lebanon. 

Lebanon’s deputies Tuesday 
failed to elect a successor to 
outgoing Speaker Hussein Hus- 
seini, because too few turned up 
to vote. Most of Lebanon's 41 
Christian deputies boycotted the 
session. 

Lebanon now has two rival 
governments, no president, and a 
powerless parliament. 

“The separatist forces yester- 
day made a new partition move 
by blocking the parliament ses- 
sion scheduled to elect a new 
speaker," said the Al Baath 
newspaper. 

The paper said, however, the 
majority of Lebanese were work- 
ing for national reconciliation. 

“They are ready to sacrifice 


everything to strengthen ihe unity 
of Lebanon and its belonging to 
the Arab Nation... they and Syria 
will give everything to preserve 
this unity," Al Baath added. 

Syria backs the Muslim-led 
caretaker cabinet of acting Prime 
Minister Salim Hoss. 

- The rival Christian interim 
administration is led by General 
Michel Aoun. 

Diplomats in Damascus said 
Syrian President Hafez Al Assad 
Wednesday discussed Lebanon’s 
deepening crisis with visiting 
Arab League Secretary-General 


Chadli Klibi. 

Amin Gemayel appointed the 
Aoun cabinet Sept. 22 in his last 
act as president. Parliament has 
been unable to agree on a succes- 
sor for Gemayel. 

Parliament itself went into vir- 
tual paralysis Tuesday when de- 
puties failed to agree on a succes- 
sor to Husseini. 

Husseini has said he will con- 
tinue as speaker in line with calls 
for him to stay on by pro-Syrian 
deputies. The speaker sets the 
date and venue for presidential 
elections. 


North Korea proposes confederation with South 


UNITED NATIONS (Agencies) 
— North Korea Wednesday 
proposed reunifying the two 
Koreas, but in a confederation 
with separate political and econo- 
mic systems in North and South. 

North Korean Deputy Foreign 
Minister Rung Sok Ju promised 
that “there is no hidden attempt 
to insinuate ‘unification through 
communisation’ and no intention 
to impose *pur ideas and system 
on the other side." 

A unified Korea would "not 
only leave intact Lhe capital in- 
vested bv other nations in South 


Korea prior to reunification and 
continue to ensure their conces- 
sions, but also promote new in- 
vestments of foreign capital.” 
said Kang. 

The new nation, which Kang 
suggested would be called “the 
democratic confederal republic of 
Koryo,” would have a supreme 
national assembly with an equal 
number of representatives from 
North and South. 

But, in a reference to more 
than 4U,(XX) American service- 
men in (he South, be said all foreign 
troops and nuclear weapons must 


be removed. 

He was addressing the U.N. 
General Assembly a day after 
South Korean President Roh Tae 
Woo, in a speech to the same 
body, called for a conference 
grouping the United States, the * 
Soviet Union. China, Japan and 
the rwo Koreas to help lay the 
ground for reunification. 

Kang said the proposed con- 
federation should prohibit the 
presence of foreign troops and 
the establishment of foreign milit- 
ary bases on its territory and ban 
the manufacture, introduction 


and use of nuclear weapons. 

Kang said top-level North- 
South talks should be held to 
discuss a non-aggression declara- 
tion under which neither side 
would be “restrained or guaran- 
teed by anyone else." as well as 
the founding of a confederal gov- 
ernment. 

“From such a point of view, we 
welcome a visit to Pyongyang by 
the highest authority of South 
Korea in order to adopt a non- 
aggression declaration and dis- 
cuss the problems of national 
reunification,” he said. 


Swedish police chief resigns over Palme case 


STOCKHOLM (R) — Sweden's 
police chief Niels Erik Ahmans- 
son resigned Wednesday, after 
the country's attorney-general 
criticised him for incompetence in 
leading the hunt for the murderer 
of Prime Minister Olof Palme. 

A dearly bitter Ahmansson 
told a news conference he had 
decided to quit because he no 
longer had the confidence of the 
government. 

"It is quite clear that confi- 
dence has been shattered. I want 
to stay in the job but it's obvious I 
can't," he said. 

Ahmansson's fate was sealed 
after Attorney-General Hans 


Stark said in an official report 
reieused Wednesday that he 
doubted whether the police chief 
should remain in his post. 

“I judge that Ahmansson has 
shown such remarkable lapses in 
carrying out his duties that the 
question remains whether or not 
he can remain in his post as police 
chief. I have passed the question 
over to the government,” Stark 
said in the report. 

Ahmansson is the latest high- 
level victim of the botched 
attempt to find the lone gunman 
who shot Palme on the evening of 
Feb. 28. 1986. 

Last June, Justice Minister 


Anna-Greta Leijon was forced to 
resign for authorising a private, 
covert investigaton alongside the 
official police probe. 

In January 1987, Stockholm 
city police chief Hans Holmer 
was sacked as head of the murder 
inquiry after his main theory that 
Kurdish extremists lay behind 
Palme’s killing was discredited. 

Ahmansson told the news con- 
ference that be did not want to 
think of himself as a scapegoat. 
But he added: 

"This report is the limit. I 
know I can't go on now. It feels 
hard to leave this post after only 
nine months." 


Ahmansson was blamed for the 
same scandal which forced Lei- 
jon’s resignation — the commis- 
sioning of a privately-funded in- 
quiry headed by a publisher cal- 
led Ebbe Carlsson with dose 
links to the ruling Social Demo- 
cratic Party. 

Stark blamed Ahmansson for 
the access Carlsson gained to 
secret police information. 

"Much of the affair arose be- 
cause Ebbe Carlsson was allowed 
access to people in close proxim- 
ity to the secret police services, 
thus giving him access to secret 
information regardingthe Palme 
investigation,” Stark said. 


Jordan, Egypt agree to 
boost industrial links 


CAIRO (Petra) — Industry and 
Trade Minister Hamdi Tabbaa 
Wednesday held talks with Egyp- 
tian Deputy Prime Minister and 
Agriculture Minister Yousef Wali 
on agricultural projects that the 
Jordanian-Egyptian Company for 
Investment and Development 
will undertake and facilities to be 
■offered to those projects in 
Egypt. The meeting was attneded 
by Trade and Industry Under- 
secretary Mohammad Saqqaf 
and Jordanian embassy officials 
in Cairo. 

Later, Tabbaa and the Jorda- 
nian delegation met with Egyp- 
tian Industry Minister Moham- 
mad Abdul Wahab and discussed 
Jordanian-Egyptian industrial 
cooperation and the two minis- 
ters stressed the need to acceler- 
ate bilateral industrial links. 

The Egyptian minister urged 
efforts to avoid duplication of 
projects and industries in the two 
countries and underlined the 
need to boost cooperation in this 


context between the two coun- 
tries. Saqqaf said there was also a 
need to intensify -industrial coop- 
eration and coordination between 
the two countries. 

He said Jordan had formed 
three committees for industrial 
coordination with Egypt in order 
to prepare the basic framework of 
coordination and to consider raw 
material requirements. 

He said that Egypt would also 
form three similar committees for 
industrial cooperation with 
Jordan. 

It has been agreed that the 
Jordanian and Egyptian industry 
ministers hold a meeting prior to 
the meetings of the joint Jorda- 
nian-Egyptian Higher Committee 
to prepare a plan on industrial 
cooperation. It was also agreed 
that rhe specialised industrial 
committees hold urgent meetings 
to explore bases of cooperation 
and prepare a working paper so 
as to present to the meeting of the 
two industry ministers. 


Election commissioner vows 
to protect Pakistani polls 


ISLAMABAD (AP) — Pakis- 
tan’s chief election commissioner 
vowed Wednesday to block any 
anempts to interfere with nation- 
wide polls scheduled for mid- 
November. 

Justice S.A. Nusrar announced 
that a total of 1.371 candidates 
from some 30 political parties had 
been approved to contest 207 
seats in the National Assembly 
Nov. 16. 

However, the two main con- 
tenders are the conservative 
Pakistan Muslim League (PML) 
of former Prime Minister 
Mohammad Khan Junejo and the 
left-leaning Pakistan People's 
Party (PPP) of opposition leader 
Benazir Bhutto. 

Asked how he would handle 
any anempts to rig the polls, 
Nusrat said by telephone from 
Karachi: “I will not allow any 
official interference during the 
election (campaign) and on poll- 
ing day, however high an official 
or officer he may be.” 

Several parries, including the 
PPP, have voiced fears that 


Pakistan's caretaker government, 
dominated by loyalists of late 
President Mohammad Zia U1 
Haq, might use its influence to 
undue advantage in the national 
polls and four provincial assem- 
bly elections scheduled for Nov. 
19. 

Zia fired Junejo's PML govern- 
ment last may but reappointed 
several of his best proteges to the 
federal and provincial caretaker 
cabinets. 

About half of them are running 
on the PML ticket in upcoming 
polls. 

Zia was killed in an Aug. 17 
plane crash but his successor. 
Senate Chairman Ghuiam Ishaq 
Khan, has worked vigorously to 
uphold the election schedule. 

The supreme court earlier this 
month opened the polls to all 
political parties, contrary to Zia's 
plans. Critics claimed non-party 
elections would blunt the advan- 
tage of the grassroots PPP, be- 
lieved to be the largest single 
party in Pakistan. 
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Rocket kills 9, injures 17 in Kabul

KABUL (AP) — A rocket fired by guerrillas 
Wednesday killed nine people and injured 17 outside 
Kabul airport, Afghan security officers said. 


They said the vic tims were 
among a crowd inside a tent, 
waiting to board an Ariana 
Afghan airlines flight bound for 
Tashkent and Moscow. 

Two Soviet women and a 
Soviet girl about two years old 
were among those killed, accord- 
ing to an officer of Sarandoy, an 
Afghan paramilitary force en- 
trusted with airport security. The 
other people killed were 
Afghans, he said, speaking on 
condition of anonymity. 

One of the injured victims was 
a Soviet citizen, and the rest were 
Afghans, he added. 

The rocket was one of 21 that 
hit the airport grounds between 
9:25 a.m. and 3 p.ra., the officer 
said. No one was injured by the 
other rockets, but some windows 


were broken in airport buildings. 

The Sarandoy officer said some 
of the rockets landed in areas of 
the airport used by Soviet troops 
but he could not give any details. 

All civilian flights out of the 
airport were cancelled for the 
remainder of Wednesday and for 
Thursday, he said. Afghan and 
Soviet forces, who base helicop- 
ters and transport planes at the 
same airport, continued to take 
off and land after the rocket 
attacks. 

The rocket that killed the 
Soviets and Afghans landed at 1 
p.m. just outside the last of sever- 
al gates barring access to tbe 
airport terminal. The dead and 
wounded were among about 40 
people waiting inside a tent. 

Four hours after the attack. 


large bloodstains marked the 
sidewalk in front of tbe tent, and 
small peddles of water were, 
bright red. Tbe tent was blown 
off its pegs, the canvas pitted with 
shrapnel holes. 

Wooden and metal chairs lay in 
a tangled heap. Among the debris 
were the body of a fluffy, black 
and yellow cat, a wristwatch strap 
and torn plastic handles from 
tote bags. 

A workman scraped gravel 
over the pools of blood. 

The officer was unable to say 
bow big a rocket struck the tent 
or from what distance it had been 
fired. 

According to Western diplo- 
mats, the guerrillas fighting 
Soviet and Afghan troops use 
rockets which have a range of 15- 
kilometres to 22 kilometres. 

It was the biggest attack at the 
airport since the first week of 
September when guerrilla rockets 
destroyed eight Soviet-made 


Sukhoi ground attack jets. The 
number of human casualties in 
that attack was not known.

Nobel laureates urge peace talks 


Dissenting members of Afgha- 
nistan's dominant party were 
arrested prior to a meeting of the 
party's leadership, an official 
source said Wednesday. 

Other Afghan sources said the 
central committee of the People’s 
Democratic Party of Afghanistan 
(PDPA). began its session 
Wednesday morning, although 
no official announcement was ; 
made. 

The arrests of an undisclosed 
number of party members also 
was announced Tuesday night on 
government television. 

The session follows reports of 
disagreements among party lead- 
ers as the government seeks to 
reach a settlement with the guer- 
rillas. 


WASHINGTON (R) — Seventeen American Nobel laureates 
called Tuesday for negotiations and compromise in tbe Middle 
East, saying they were the only paths to peace. The prize winners 
said a Middle East peace pact that called for a renunciation of 
terrorism and aggression could be achieved in negotiations.

U.S. court dismisses war powers suit 


WASHINGTON (R) — A Federal appeals court Tuesday dismis- 
sed a lawsuit by 110 congressional Democrats seeking to force 
President Reagan to invoke The War Powers Act over the navy's 
escort of oil tankers in the Gulf. The suit was filed in August 1987, 
one month after navy warships began an operation to protect 
reflagged Kuwaiti oil tankers from attack by Ir ani a n forces. A 
ceasefire in the eight-year Iran- Iraq war took effect in August, and 
the U.S. convoys were halted last month. The unanimous 
three- judge panel said, the claim that U.S. military forces were 
involved in “present or imminent'' hostilities in the Gulf repre- 
sented a political issue, not a legal question for the court.

Women’s conference calls for 
efficient contribution in development 


CAIRO (Petra) — A three-day 
conference on the role of women 
in Arab countries development 
which was opened by Her Royal 
Highness Princess Basma, has en- 
ded in Cairo issuing a set of 
recommendations underlining the 
importance of training, to enable 
efficient contribution by women 
to Arab development. 

Dr. Tuysccr Abdul Jubcr, who 
represented Jordon at the confer- 
ence that was organised by the 
United Nations Development 
Programme (UNDP), said the 
delegates were unanimous in coll- 
ing for a research on women's 
role and training that would help 
women offer meaningful con- 
tributions to their countries. 

"In the lost session the dele- 
gates discussed special program- 
mes in which the UNDP con help 
to involve women in production 


activities especially in agricul- 
ture." Abdul Jaber said. 

"The emphasis on the role of 
women, he said, was in line with 
the principles and objectives of 
the Queen Alia Social Welfare 
Fund (QAF) which is governed 
by a board of trustees chaired by 
Princess Basma and which strives 
(o cany out training programmes 
for women in urban and rural 
regions of Jordan through the 
QAF centres,'* Abdul Jnber 
added. 

The conference had discussed 
working papers dealing with 
women's role in economic, poli- 
tical, social and educational fields 
in rural and urban regions of the 
Arab world. 

Abdul Jaber said that the 
Jordanian delegation provided 
the Arab delegates with a draft 
agreement on the newly estab- 


lished Arab Women's Scientific 
Council which will be opened to all 
women in the Arab World and 
which will strive to bolster rela- 
tions between Arab women's un- 
ions. 

Upon opening the conference 
last Sunday Princess Basma said 
that Jordan believed in an active 
role for women in developing the 
society’s potential and in 
women 1 s contributions to stability 
within the nation. 

Meanwhile Mrs. Inaam Al 
Mufti, director general of the 
Noor Al Hussein Foundation 
(NHF) has returned to Amman 
after raking part in the Cairo 
meeting. 

During her stay in Cairo Mrs. 
Mufti held talks with a number of 
Arab delegates and informed 
them of projects being carried out 
by NHF in Jordon. 


Conference to study employment 
of computers in air conditioning 


AMMAN (Petra) — A three-day 
conference on air conditioning 
and refrigeration will open at the 
Professional Association Complex 
in Amman Monday and will be 
attended by Arab and foreign 
countries as well as representa- 
tives from various regional and 
international organisations. 

Jordan Engineers Association 
(JEA) President Lairh Shbeilar 
spoke at a press conference here 
Wednesday to explain the objec- 
tives of the coming conference 
which will review 28 working 
papers from Jordan and other 
countries. 

Air conditioning and refrigera- 


tion play a major role in industry 
and in research programme and 
they both are essential elements 
in urban and industrial develop- 
ment projects. Shbeilat said. 

He said a number of subjects 
pertaining to technology in air 
conditioning and refrigeration 
will be discussed, such as the 
employment of computers and 
solar energy, means of rationalis- 
ing energy consumption, and con- 
trol of the quality of manufac- 
tured products and components 
used in the air conditioning and 
refrigeratiun process. 

The research papers he said 


come from Jordan. Egypt. Iraq, 
the USA, Britain, France, 
Yugoslavia and Lebanon. 

According to Shbeilat, several 
international firms will organise 
an exhibition to display air con- 
ditioning and refrigeration pro- 
ducts and the delegates will be 
taken on field trips to Jordanian 
industrial businesses. 

Shbeilar said that the confer- 
ence, which will be opened by 
Minister of Public W'orks and 
Housing Shafiq Zawaideh. has 
been organised by the JEA in 
cooperation with the Paris-based 
international union of air con- 
ditioning and refrigeration. 


New pharmacists sworn in 


AMMAN (Petra) — A total of 50 
pharmacists Wednesday were 
sworn in before Minister of 
Health Zaid Hamzch at the pro- 
fessional association complex 
upon joining the Jordanian 
Pharmacists Association (JPA). 

Hamzch made a speech on the 
occasion, underlining the signifi- 


cant role of the pharmacists in 
public health and said his ministry 
was intensifying efforts with the 
help of all health workers to 
extend health services to people 
in all parts of the Kingdom. 

The Ministry of Health, he 
said, provides medicine at nomin- 
al cost to some 2.6 million inhabi- 


tants who now benefit from the 
primary health care services 
through health centres around 
the country. 

The JPA president earlier 
made a speech urging the new 
pharmacists to honour the profes- 
sion through their dedication and 
service to the public. 


Crown Prince calls for 
increased focus on 
regional housing projects 


AMMAN (Petra) — His Royal Highness Crown 
Prince Hassan Wednesday called on departments 
concerned with housing to link housing plans with 
regional and sectoral planning) and urged municipal 
councils to streamline their respective housing pro- 
jects with regional plans. 


Addressing the final session of 
a seminar on the reduction of 
Lousing costs in .Amman, Prince 
Hassan said that urban bousing 
plans are concentrated in a li- 
mited area, ignoring some 70 per 
cent of the Kingdom’s lands 
which ore considered to be re- 
mote. "These regions include the 
badia areas which form pans of 
the Kingdom's various gov- 
emories.” 

Prince Hassan criticised ex- 
isting plans for building housing 
units west of the city 'of Zarqa 
towards Amman and said plans 
should rather be concentrated on 
setting up model villages in other 
areas that are sparsely populated 
at present. 

Prince Hassan also urged the 
municipal councils around Karak 


to take into account current plans 
for building the new city of Karak 
and At Karak Hospital outside 
the existing city; and urged these 
councils to coordinate their plans. 

"Departments and agencies re- 
sponsible for housing projects, 
including the Housing Corpora- 
tion and the Ministry of Public 
Works and Housing’ ought to 
adopt comprehensive plans that 
take into account the seminar's 
recommendations and move to- 
wards new building units in re- 
mote regions," Prince Hassan 
said. 

He urged various ministries to 
involve Jordanian youth in build- 
ing and maintaining housing pro- 
jects; and urged afl depanments 
concerned to speed up work on 
the national building code. 


Locally-produced building 
materials should be encouraged 
so that the country can curtail 
imports under the present cir- 
cumstances. the Pnnce urged. 

The seminar was opened here 
last Monday by Minister of Public 
Works and Housing Shafiq 
Zawaideh. who said there was 
urgent need to build low cost 
housing units tor families with 
limited income. 

Zaw aideh told the 'opening ses- 
sion that the Kingdom was facing 
a real challenge in the coming two 
decades to ensure sufieient homes 
for all people ai the lowest possi- 
ble cost. 

A study on housing in Jordan, 
he said. fia> re\ c.«leJ~rhc need of 
430.UUU new housing units be- 
tween now and the year 20U6. 

A total of 17 working papers 
were reviewed at the 'meeting 
which was attended by engineers, 
representatives of various hous- 
ing and real estate offices, and 
other organisations. The seminar 
was organised b\ the Housing 
Corporation in conjunction with 
the Royal Scientific Society. 


Change conference site, Dajani 
urges British travel agents 


AMMAN ( J.T. ) — The Arab Air 
Carriers Organisation (AACO) 
has strongly protested to the Brit- 
ish Tourism Authority (BTA) 
over a planned meeting by the 
British Travel and Tourist Asso- 
ciation in the occupied city of 
Jerusalem in the coming month. 

AACO Secretary General Adli 
Dajani sent a cable of protest to 
the BTA director stressing that 
the Arab organisation considers 
this action “untenable and con- 
trary to the spirit of the world 
community." 

Dajani referred to the present 
situation in the occupied Arab 
lands and Israel's "suppression of 
the human rights of the Palesti-

nian people in their own home- 
land." and said that the BTA 
derision to hold the conference in 


Jerusalem would be tantamount 
to condoning "the atrocities 
perpetrated on the Palestinian 
nation." 

Dajani said that the British 
Tourism Authority was supposed 
to represent international lead- 
ership in bridging the wide gaps 
in social, economic and political 
understanding between the Third 
World and industrialised nations. 

Yet. he said, the decision to 
hold the conference in Jerusalem 
would “serve as a stamp of 
approval to other organisations to 
violate the sacred territorial and 
human rights of the indigenous 
Palestinian people."

Al Bait Al Arab! — An exhibition 
with a very specific message

AMMAN — An exhibition aptly 
entitled "the Arab home" a look 
at the past" Al Bait A I Arabi 
being held at the Royal Cultural 
Centre (RCC) is much more than 
just another presentation of Arab 
antiquities; it is nn exhibition with 
a very specific message. Indus- 
tries and local production in the 
Arab World were once capable of 
furnishing homes with all neces- 
sary household utensils, essential 
furniture and ornaments for de- 
coration. 

"We. in the Arab World, have 
moved backwards, in this century 
on an industrial production 
level." says Hana Sadeq Be- 
raudo, who is exhibiting her own 
collection of household articles 
and furniture. Beraudo, an Iraqi, 
laments what she sees an increas- 
ing trend in the Arab World to 
favour foreign products. 

"At one point in time the Arab 
World was relatively self-suffi- 
cient, with industries producing 
furniture, clothing, household 
utensils and decorative items," 
she says. "But now, we import 
everything (and) our craftsmen 
and traders are out of work be- 
cause the people in the Arab 
World have stopped buying their 
goods. Culturally, everything we 
import is quiet foreign to us. 

To some degree all cultures are 
mixing and (here is an interna- 


tionalisation of certain ways of 
dressing, decorating an furnishing 
homes. However, we have aban- 
doned our traditions almost com- 
pletely. Traditional furniture and 
home decorations have becoeme 
museum pieces. People don’t 
think of fusing the old with the 
new." 

In an interview with the Jordan 
Times on the fringes of the ex- 
hibition, which opened Tuesday, 
Beraudo also said she saw a 
willingness on the part of the 
Arabs. Jordanians included, to 
pay astronomical prices for fore- 
ign-made goods, and on the other 
hand their relative reluctance 
when it comes to paying good 
prices for locally produced goods. 

"Only a few are willing to pay a 
large amount of money for a 
chest of drawers inlaid with 
mother-of-pearl but they will pay 
more for a Chinese inlaid jade 
chest or a marble table from 
Italy," according to the designer 
from Baghdad. 

The exhibition indues a targe 
variety of elaborate kitchen uten- 
sils and ceramic cooking pans 
imported from Europe at what 
Beraudo describes as "exhorbi- 
tant prices." as well os brass pots 
and pans which are being used 
extensively in modern kitchens. 
Beautiful 'glass kitchen jars and 
bowls are artistically displayed as 
well. 

Among the bathroom items on 
display are silver-decorated bath- *- 


ing garments, silver containers, 
slippers, stiver kohl containers, 
silver rosewater containers, mir- 
rors, a silver-covered pumice 
stone and a decorated scrubbing 
towel, which were once part of 
the traditional bridal dowry in the 
Arab World. 

Furniture made from oak, wal- 
nut and olive wood, including an 
elevated canopied bed, are furni- 
ture designs that were "new” and 
“original " for many of those pre- 
sent at the opening of the exhibi- 
tion Tuesday afternoon. Be- 
raudo, who broke her leg the day 
prior to the opening, came on 
crutches and commented with a 
smile that it was strange that 
Arabs should see objects that 
were pan of most Arab homes in 
the not too distant past as new 
and original. “I guess that means 
the people liked the exhibit," she 
said. 

The message Beraudo wants to 
spread is that despite the obvious 
difficulties in reviving local indus- 
tries it is in the best interests of 
every Arab country and its 
riiizens to increase their self-suffi- 
ciency. "We once produced prac- 
tical, economically viable, and 
aesthetic products. Surely, we 
can do it again. Once our culture 
is lost, it will be most dificult to 
revive it. Unfortunately most 
people don't realise that we are 
running out of times," Beraudo 
told local and foreign reporters at

the opening. 

“The Arab citizen, as an indi- 
vidual, must take the initative to 
demand, i.e. a handmade gold or 
silver bracelet, or a silver tea set 
from a local craftman instead of 
buying one for the same price or 
more from France or Germany.” 
she remarked. 

The “unreasonable” amount of 
goods from outside the Arab 
World is something that she views 
as verv sad, and somehow’ self- 


defeating. She hastily added that 
her suggestions were not to imply 
that imports per se are bad but 
just an emphasis that were theie 
is a potential for home industries 
if properly encouraged. 

“According to the available 
market, production should start 
up. not excluding the possibility 
of exporting, of course," she said. 

The reconstruction of post-war 
Iraq is one major project in which 


Arab industries will have a 
chance to produce and supply 
essential materials, if they take 
theiT queue on time. Beraudo 
believes. 

The exhibition, which was 
opened under the patronage of 
Minister of Culture and National 
Heritage Mohammad Hammouri 
and organised in cooperation 
with the Iraqi embassy in Am- 
man, will remain open till Oct. 
23.

ARABIC PRESS EDITORIALS 

FOR the third consecutive day A1 Ra'i Arabic daily Wednesday 
commented on Prime Minister Zaid Rifai's televised statement 
last Sunday in which he tackled the monetary, fi nan c i al and 
economic situation in the Kingdom. There was no fear of any kind, 
nor was there any hesitation in behalf of the prime minister in 
explaining the real situation in the country and Rifai's words were 
loud and clear and addressed to all citizens, the paper noted. It 
said that Rifai's open statement about the economic situation and 
the need to follow certain austere measures to deal with its 
consequences came as no surprise to the majority of citizens who 
are loyal to their country and dedicated to. serving their nation, 
the paper noted. The majority of people realise the great 
achievements the Kingdom realised in social, economic and 
services fields, and they also realise that what we are facing today 
is linked to situations that had affected the whole region and the 
world at large, the paper added. But, it said, that given a wise 
leadership the Jordanian people are capable of confronting the 
challenge and resuming their march towards progress with greater 
self-confidence. 

A 1 Dustour chose another topic, that of the Islamic culture and 
Prince Hassan's address at the opening session of the internation- 
al seminar on Islamic art. The paper quoted toe Prince as saying 
that Jordan was tire first Arab country to give due concern to 
Islamic heritage by establishing the Aal AJ Bait Foundation; and 
added that Jordan’s efforts in this field have been remarkable and 
the country’s endeavours to highlight Islamic art and culture are 
to be commended. The paper echoed Prince Hassan’s call on 
universities and research centres to expand the basis of Islamic 
culture by helping to collect and preserve manuscripts and 
translating and distributing Islamic- re la ted materials. Such prac- 
tice, the paper pointed out, is bound to help remove any 
distortion about Islam and to present a brighter picture about this 
religion to the outside world. 

Sawt AI Shaah daily commented Wednesday on the recent 
government economic measures and said they were necessary in 
view of the challenge the Kingdom is faring at the moment. The 
paper described the measures as an inevitable operation to 
“amputate what has become dangerous in the body when no other 
available medicine was effective in dealing with the situation." 
The paper strongly attacked speculators in money markets and 
those who it said had been in the habit of tampering with prices to 
accumulate quick fortunes and described them as a handful of 
outlaws who have no respect for their country and their 
countrymen.

Stop the profiteers 

A COLUMNIST in Al Ra’i daily tackles the negative effect of a 
high exchange rate in foreign currency on imported medicines, 
and urges the Ministry of Health to interfere and prevent any 
manipulation or-abuse of pharmacy practice in this respect. Saiab 
itJbdml Samad said it should be understood that medicines for 
patients are not luxury goods on which restrictions can be 
im posed nor should these goods be left under the mercy of 
importers who can fix any price to them in a manner that will 
ensure the greater margin of profit. The importers ought to take 
'their share in bearing the results of high foreign currency 
exchange rates; and suffice themselves with a certain margin of 
profit rather than showing greediness, the writer notes. He urges 
the Ministry of Health to take a drastic measure in this 
connection, because he says some pharmacists might be tempted 
to refrain from importing certain types of medicines that would 
not give them a good profit margin. 


AT LEAST one good could come 
from this year's unprecedented 
series of natural disasters. Con- 
cern for the future of the global 
environment is becoming one of 
the foremost issues of the interna- 
tional community’s agenda. 

It was a common thread run- 
ning through speeches by heads 
of state or foreign ministers, in- 
cluding those of major powers, at 
the current session of the United 
Nations' General Assembly. 
There is also a growing feeling 
that the world body should lead 
and coordinate efforts to protect 
the wellbeing of planet Earth. 

While some U.N. offshoots, 
notably the Environment Prog- 
ramme (UNEP), would obviously 
be in the vanguard of such a 
campaign, others would also play 
their part. A major specialised 
agency, the World Bank, has 
already accepted that there is an 
environmental dimension to its 
work. 

Thus, the unique environment 
of Madagascar — an 80 million- 
year heritage of some of the 
world’s rarest plant and animal 
life — is to get a new lease of life 
in a protection programme that 
casts the Bank in a new role as a 
sponsor of conservation. 

Hitherto i not best known, 
perhaps, for its interest in world 
environmental problems, and 
often criticised for having unwit- 
tingly financed ecological disas- 
ters, the Bank now joins forces 
with the World Wildlife Fund for 
Nature (WWF) in helping to save 
the remaining treasures of Afri- 
ca's largest offshore island. 

It promises to be a remarkable 
marriage between toe seemingly 
divergent forces of conservation 
and high finance. In a sense it is 
an enforced alliance, brought ab- 
out by the growing realisation 
that effective long-term develop- 
ment programmes cannot be 
achieved without corresponding 
measures to protect global re- 
sources. 

The WWF Vice-President, 
Russell Mitterrmeir, says conser-

vationists are now getting the 
message that they must work with 
the international aid and develop-, 
ment agencies, both to prevent a 
repetition of past developmental 
errors and to provide resources 
necessary for conservation in the 
long term. 

The WWF and other environ- 
mental agencies have limited 
means, but when an organisation 
like the World Bank starts talking 
about conservation, says Mitter- 
meir, governments themselves sit 
up and take notice, and may 
invest more of their own funds in 
ecological causes. 

Madagascar is only the first of 
what could be a series of con- 
servation plans backed by the 
Bank. In this instance, the Bank 
has asked the WWF for help in 
drawing up an “Environmental 
Action Plan for Madagascar", 
covering the next two decades. 

The plan aims to stimulate pub-

Israeli troops 
train to quell 
Palestinian uprising

TEL AVIV — some Israeli sol- 
diers preparing for duty , to toe 
West Bank and Gaza Strip are 
injured by stonethrowers even 
before they set foot in the occu- 
pied territories. 

“We need to give them a feel 
for the situation so we split them 
up alternatively into ‘rioters’ and 
sokfiers,” said the commander of 
the base where most troops going 
to the West Bank get their final

“The ‘rioters’ are directed to 
throw stones and the others to 
fire tear gas, so unfortunately we 
have injuries but I can't give you 
figures," said the officer, a 36- 
year-old colonel. The army prohi- 
bited publication of personal de- 
tails about him or his base's loca- 
tion. 

“It’s a fact of life that there is 
no serious training for combat 
that goes without risk," the offic- 
er told a reporter who asked to 
see troops training to confront 
the Palestinian uprising in winch 
more than 300 Arabs have been 
killed by the army since last 
December. 

Israel is under severe interna- 
tional criticism for the conduct of 
its soldiers in the occupied areas, 
with human rights groups accus- 
ing them of excessive brutality. 

“We mostly handle trained re- 
servists going for a mouth or so to 
the (occupied) territories who 
need two or three days to learn to 
handle special equipment like tear 
gas and rubber bullets,'' the base 
commander said. Western milit- 
ary experts say the time is far too 
short to allow training in the 
tactics that will soon be learned in 
the field. 

Asked about recently-intro- 
duced. controversial plastic bul- 
lets, he winced and, turning to an 
army press officer, said in Heb- 
rew: “What does the defence 
ministry say? That's what I say.” 

The plastic bullets, potentially 
lethal at less than 70 yards, are 
Israel’s latest innovation after 
marble-firing cann on and other 
gadgets aimed at halting protest 
with fewer dead. 

Palestinian doctors say half a 
dozen people have been killed by 
plastic bullets. 

The colonel said there was only 
limited value in marble and rock- 
shooting devices on heavy vehi- 
cles unable to manoeuvre in nar- 
row streets. 

He stressed marksmanship 
and, alluding to a policy of going 
for protest leaders, pointed to his 
knees: “Orders are to shoot be- 
low here." 

Asked about wooden dubs he 
said: “Yes, we train with them 
but in practice they are no longer 
used in the field.” He said orders 
were to avoid blows to the head. 

The visit indnded watching a 
briefing for several dozen reserve 
officers on avoiding run-ins with 
the press. 


Red-eyed from lack of sleep 
due to kmg training hours, they 
sat on wooden benches in dusty 
combat fatigues with M-16 rifles 
at their feet to listen to the base 
commander and the army chief 
spokesman. 

The base commander said re- 
servists were often best at hand- 
ling tense situations because they 
were “more mature and less rash 
than young national servicemen.” 

One man wrote after duty in 
Gaza that captured stonethrow- 
cis “would be punched, kicked, 
cut and generally brutalised, 
often after being blindfolded and 
having their hands tied.” 

The base commander com- 
mented: “We teach our men to 
be aggressive but they are forbid- 
den to beat prisoners. It's true 
there are exceptions but when 
this happens our officers are also 
trained to calm down hotheads.” 

Some younger officers criti- 
cised the media. “They always 
focus on beatings taking place 
here,” said the base commander. 
“In the West Bank, I ordered an 
American TV crew out of my 
area when they came to film a riot 
after the sector was closed. Half 
an hour later I had to take care of 
both of the riot and field tele- 
phone calls from the prime minis- 
ter’s office where they went to 
complain.”

ment in existing protection areas 
and set up new ones, and to 
encourage sustainable develop- 
ment. 

The plan to save Madagascar 
from an ecological disaster comes 
not a moment too soon. As in 
many tropical countries, the main 
threat arises from the continued 
destruction of rainforests, either 
in pursuit of commercial profits 
or short-term fanning goals. 

Forests once covered more 


than four-fifths of Madagascar, 
the world’s fifth largest island. 
Now they account for less than IS 
per cent of the land area. The 
rate of forest clearance by for- 
mers seeking pasture land is such 
that by the end of the century few 
trees will remain. 

The tragedy is that Madagas- 
car’s rainforests provide the habi- 
tat of some unique flora and 
wildlife. The island is believed to 
have separated from the African 
landman around 80 mil li nn years 
ago, resulting m a totally inde- 
pendent evolutionary process. 

Brazil is also likely to benefit 
from the World Bank's new mis- 
sion as a protector on the en- 
vironment. 

A target date of 1990 has been 
set for completion of negotiations 
between the Bank, the Brazilian 
government and conservation 
organisations, aimed at preserv- 
ing the country’s Atlantic forest 
region, currently designated a top 
priority conservation area. 

Again the need for an infusion 
of international resources is cri- 
tical. Reports from Brazil suggest 
that the Amazon forest was burn- 
ing beyond control as thousands 
of man-made fires ravaged wood- 
lands, bush and scrub to clear 
areas for fanning. 

Last year more than 200,000 
square kilometres, about half of 
its virgin forest, was razed, and 
this represented a fourfold in-' 
crease. But Ids year the toll could 
be one-third greater — Lion Fea- 
tures.

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CB J intervenes, stabilises dinar exchange rates 


AMMAN EXCHANGE RATES

AMMAN — The Central Bank of Jordan (CBJ) 
Wednesday Intervened in the local exchange market 
to prop up the Jordan dinar from Tuesday’s record 
low of 530 fUs to 470 fils, dealers told the Jordan 
Times. 


Tbe CBj set its dollar exchange rate 
at 443/445 fils Wednesday, slight- 
ly down from Tuesday's 441/443, 
and told bankers to deal closer to 
the official rate. 

Deputy CBJ Governor Maher 
Sbukri was quoted Wednesday as 
saying that the dinar's exchange 
rate will be stabilised over the 
coining three weeks at the latest. 

He said the market would “sta- 
bilise itself by abolishing the gap 
between the official rate and that 
of the open market." 

Lebanese 
lira sinks 

BEIRUT (R) — The Lebanese 
lira lost eight per cent of its 
international value against the 
dollar Wednesday as Lebanon's 
deepening political crisis panick- 
ed the market. . 

■ At midday the central bank 
closed the pound at 508.00/ 
512.00 compared with Tuesday's 
470.00/474.00. 

I Anxious Lebanese rushed to 
buy dollars after parliament 
Tuesday failed to elect a succes- 
sor for bouse speaker Hussein 
Husseini, leaving the legislature 
virtually paralysed. 


Shukri told Sawt A1 Shaab that 
as a result of the CBJ measures, 
commercial banks now have to 
"depend on themselves for their 
foreign currency needs." 

He said the CBJ left the dinar 
to slide to the current rates so as 
to help the market balance itself. 

Bankers told the Jordan Tunes 
that commercial banks have been 
instructed to stop financing let- 
ters of credit for certain imports 
and that other imports have been 
restricted by instructions requir- 
ing a margin of 30 per cent of the 
letter of credit's value in cash 
from the open market before 
financing is allowed. 


Importers have immediately 
hiked their prices, in some cases 
■disproportionately with the di- 
nar’s depreciation against foreign 
currencies. 

Shukri told Sawt A1 Shaab that 
"anyone who buys dollars at 450 
fils or more will lose," in an 
apparent attempt to halt the slide 
in the Jordanian currency. 

A dealer at Petra Bank con- 
firmed Wednesday that upon a 
request from the CBJ, his bank 
offered to sell S12 milli on in cash 
for 460 fils a dollar, but that 
nobody was buying. 

The CBJ’s move Wednesday 
has apparently calmed the mar- 
ket, but bankers were skeptical as 
to whether the CBJ was deter- 
mined to protect the 450 fils rate. 

"The centra] bank sees this rate 
as adequate, one banker, who 
asked not to be identified, said. 
“However, it will all depend on 
whether demand can be effective- 
ly red need." 


He pointed out that by telling 
importers to get their own foreign' 
exchange to finance imports, 
"they are, in fact, aggravating the 
supply and demand imbalance in 
the open market." (See indus- 
trialists' reaction on this page.) 

Car dealers told the Jordan 
Times that banks have refused to 
finance new letters of credit for 
their imports, either upon in- 
structions from the central bank 
or upon their own discretion. 

The government has pledged to 
squeeze imports of luxury goods, 
in an effort to reach a balance 
between the Kingdom's foreign 
exchange outflow and revenues. 


The dinar has lost almost 15 
per cent of its dollar value since 
the central bank aligned its rates 
with the open market Saturday, 
and nearly 26 per cent this year.

Jordanian industrialists to keep prices, 
quality unchanged despite constraints

AMMAN — Industrialists 
Wednesday urged the govern- 
ment to stabilise the Jordan di- 
nar’s exchange rate, freeze im- 
ports of luxury goods and allow 


them a mark up on their pro- 
ducts. 

In a meeting held at the Am- 
man Chamber of Industry, indus- 
trialists discussed the impact of 
the dinar's adjusted rate and cal- 
led on the government to fix a 
special exchange rate to protect 
industrialists. 


They said that some industries 
imported raw material worth up 
to 60 per cent of the value of their 
products and that they had no 
choice but to raise their prices to 
cover the difference in the ex- 
change rate.

eminent measures, severe as they 
are, should not deter our indust- 
rial activities." 

He continued: * “We fully 
understand the reasons which 
compelled our government to re- 
sort to flexibility in the Jordan 
dinar's exchange rate.

Paralympics continue 
despite protests 


SEOUL (AP) — Two swimmers 
from the United States and De- 
nmark urged athletes from 60 na- 
tions to join them Wednesday in 
protesting the deletion: of 156 
events from the international Pa- 
ralympic games. 

A letter sent to team managers 
asked some 4,000 athletes and 
coaches participating in the 
games for the disabled to meet at 
the Olympic swimming and di- 
ving pools after competition 
Wednesday to stage a silent pro- 
test. 

Participants were invited to 
swim or bold hands alongside the 
pool for 30 minutes. 

U.S. swimmer Georgina Biter, 
26. said the protest was the only 
way disabled athletes could ex- 
press "feelings of frustration and 
rage at the deletions of events, 
which meant some athletes could 
not compete." 

Biter, a quadraplegic, and 
Danish swimmer Kim Anderson 
signed the letter. 

The cancelled events primarily 


were competitions between indi- 
viduals in track and field, swim- 
ming, judo, shooting, and 
archery. 

The Paralympic games are held 
every four years to roughly coin- 
cide with the Olympic games and 
are the largest worldwide com- 
petitions for disabled athletes. 
The Seoul Paralympic games are 
the largest ever held. 

After three days of competi- 
tion, West Germany led with 17 
gold medals, followed by Canada 
with 15, the United States with 14 
and South Korea with 12. 

Britain, France and the 
Netherlands each had nine gold 
medals. Sweden, Japan and De- 
nmark had eight gold medals 
each, followed by Poland with 
six, and Australia, IraJy and Chi- 
na with five each. 

Bromann blamed the deletions 
on a complicated and outdated 
classification system used to place 
athletes in events with similarly 
disabled competitors.

A victory would bring 
Kasparov level with fellow Soviet grandmasters Mikhail Tal and 
Jaan Ehlvest in tbe 5100,000 tournament with four rounds left to 
play. 


Gretzky returns 
to Edmonton 

EDMONTON (R) — Wayne 
Gretzky was bad: in the North- 
lands coliseum Tuesday but un- 
like the hundreds of other times 
he has entered the home of the 
Edmonton Oilers, it was not a 
happy occasion. 

A nervous, frazzled-looking 
Gretzky returned to Edmonton 
to face bright television lights, a 
horde of media normally seen 
only during playoffs and, on 
Wednesday night, his former 
National Hockey League (NHL) 
teammates. 

Gretzky, regarded by many as 
the greatest player in NHL his- 
tory, was traded, along with Mar- 
ty Mcsorley and Mike Knishel- 
nyski, to Los Angeles in August 
for Jimmy Carson, Rookie Mar- 
tin Gelinas and a series of first- 
round draft picks. 

It was one of hockey's most 
shocking deals. 

Gretzky held an bour-long 
news conference for a large group 
of the nearly 200 media accredi- 
tated for Wednesday’s game. 

It will actually be the second 
time Gretzky will have played 
against the Oilers in Edmonton.

De Klerk, whose portfolio includes sport, 
condemned the weekend meeting in Harare, Zimbabwe, at which 
Luyt and SARB president Dame Craven sought ANC support for 
a South African return to international competition.

uvar proposes 
sweeping changes 


BELGRADE (AP) — Communist Party chief. Stipe 
Saivar Wednesday proposed a secret vote of confi- 
dence in members of the ruling Politburo and 
replacing one-third of the policy-setting Central 
Committee within six weeks. 


Four Politburo members whose 
resignations already had been 
announced also were relieved of 
their seats on the third day of a 
Central Committee meeting rife 
with debate among leaders di- 
vided over widespread demon- 
strations against economic 
hardships and ethnic disputes. 

In the tense province of Koso- 
vo, wracked for months by ethnic 
unrest, early Wednesday editions 
of the official Yugoslav Daily 
Borba said many of the region's 


200.000 Serbs were, dissatisfied 
with the “fruitless and marathon 
discussions" by the Central Com- 
mittee Monday and Tuesday and 
were planning a rally for 
Thursday. 

During the rally, which was to 
be held in a suburb of Pristina, 
the capital, Kosovo Serbs would 
decide whether to leave the pro- 
vince en masse, Borba said. 

The Serbs and Montenegrins, 
another ethnic minority in Koso- 
vo, contend the province's Alba- 


nian majority is harassing them in 
an effort to force their emigra- 
tion. Almost daily rallies have 
occurred for the past three 
months in the impoverished 
southern province. 

Economic troubles, including 
217 per cent inflation, IS per cent 
unemployment and a $21 -billion 
foreign debt, have sparked de- 
monstrations in other areas, 
creating the country's worst crisis 
since World War n. 

The proposed Central Commit- 
tee turnover would be the largest 
single shift in the ruling elite since 
1948, when S talinis ts were purged 
after former leader Josip Broz 
Tito broke with, Moscow. 

“No purge is involved,” Suvar 
told the central committee 
Wednesday. 


Johannesburg sit-in 


JOHANNESBURG (R) — 
Three South African political 
prisoners ended a five- week sit-in 
at the U.S. consulate in Johan- 
nesburg Wednesday. 

The anti-apartheid activists, 
Murphy Mo robe, Mohammed 
Valli and Vusi Kbanyile, left the 
consulate's 11th floor offices in 
central Johannesburg shortly' af- 
ter midday (1000 GMT). 

The activists gave denched-fist 
salutes, but made no formal state- 
ments, as they emerged from an 
elevator and passed through the 
lobby of the office building, 
where scores of supporters ami 
journalists were waiting for them. 

Young blacks in the lobby and* 
the street outride chanted “Viva.” 
and the activists were greeted by 


several of the country's most 
prominent anti-apartheid leaders. 

The men then were driven to 
nearby campus of the University 
of the Witwatersrand, where they 
were to hold a news conference to 
discuss their plans. 

Riot police, armed with trun- 
cheons and shotguns, were de- 
ployed at tile scene. Officers 
sought to keep the crowd under 
control and police camera crews 
filmed the event. 

A large crowd greeted the 
group with shouts of “amandla” 
(freedom) as they walked to a 
waiting car in -Johannesburg’s 
market street. 

The South African government 
has pledged that the three, who 
escaped to the consulate on Sept. 


13 while being treated at Johan- 
nesburg hospital, will not be re- 
arrested. 

Police armed with truncheons 
and shotguns were at the scene as 
the three appeared but made no 
move to detain or question them. 

The three, smartly dressed in 
business suits, gave clenched fist 
salutes to supporters before driv- 
ing off to a press conference. 

Dozens of prominent anti- 
apartheid activists were on hand 
to welcome the group, including 
Archie Gumede and Albertina 
Sisulu, co-presidents of the Un- 
ited Democratic Front (UDF) 
organisation. 

Morobe and Valli, senior fi- 
gures in the UDF, had spent 14 
months in jail without trial. 


rejects United Nations 
draft document on Kampuchea 


BANGKOK (R) — Vietnam has 
spumed a proposed United Na- 
tions resolution on Kampuchea as 
lacking measures to stop the 
Khmer Rouge from taking power 
again if the decade-old conflict 
ends. 

‘ Hanoi Radio Wednesday 
quoted a Foreign Ministry state- 
ment as saying the resolution, 
drafted by -the Association of 
Southeast Asian Nations 
(ASEAN), distorted the realities 
of Kampuchea. 

“Vietnam's dear stance is that 
it cannot accept the ASEAN 
countries' draft resolution,” said 
the radio, monitored in Bangkok. 

Vietnam, which toppled the 
Chinese-backed Khmer Rouge 
and set up a pro-Hanoi govern- 
ment after invading Kampuchea 
in December 1978, has rejected 
nine similar annual U.N. resolu- 
tions demanding its troops with- 
draw unconditionally. 

Hanoi and Phnom Penh in- 
sist that the Khmer Rouge, now 


an ASEAN-backed guerrilla 
force and the main partner in a 
U.N. -recognised insurgent coali- 
tion, disband and that foreign aid 
to insurgents be stopped as part 
of any negotiated solution. 

The Khmer Rouge is widely 
beld responsible for the deaths of 
up to one million people during 
its four-year rule. 

“U.N. resolutions on the Kam- 
puchean issue have not helped 
resolve this conflict. On the con- 
trary they have created con- 
frontation between South-East 
Asian nations and the Kam- 
puchean parties,'’ said the Viet- 
namese statement. 

Vietnam, which promised to 
withdraw its' more than 100,000 
troops from Kampuchea by early 
1990. said the conflict “was being 
settled outside the U.N. 
framework.” 

The annual U.N. resolutions 
drafted by ASEAN members 
Thailand, the Philippines, Singa- 
pore, Malaysia, Indonesia and 


Brunei are regularly passed over- 
whelmingly. Western diplomats 
said the same should apply to the 
1988 resolution, due for debate 
Nov. 2. 

This year ASEAN has for the 
first time included an indirect 
censure of the Khmer Rouge, 
saying Kampuchea should not re- 
turn to “the universally conde- 
mned policies and practices of a 
recent past.” 

But the Vietnamese statement 
said: “The ASEAN countries’ 
resolution fails to bring out the 
profound concern and strong de- 
mand of the world public and 
many countries at the U.N. 
General Assembly that the 
(Khmer Rouge) be effectively 
prevented from returning to 
Kampuchea after the withdrawal 
of Vietnamese troops.” 

Vietnam, ASEAN, the Phnom 
Penh government and the guerril- 
la coalition began talks in Jakar- 
ta, Indonesia, Monday on a possi- 
ble solution in Kampuchea. 


Swiss court rules Marcos funds 
could be returned to Philippines 


GENEVA (R) — A Swiss judge 
decided Tuesday that millions of 
dollars sent to Geneva by de- 
posed Philippines President Fer- 
dinand Marcos should con- 
ditionally be put at the disposal of 
the Philippines, judicial sources 
said. 


The decision, which Marcos 
lawyers are almost certain to 
appeal, stipulates that the funds 
can be transferred after the Phi- 
lippines courts begin a criminal 
trial of Marcos, they said. 

The judge, Vladimir Stember- 
ger, also decided bank documents 


on Marcos' accounts in Geneva 
could be sent to Manila as soon as 
any appeals through the Swiss 
courts are completed. 

In June, Marcos appealed a 
similar decision in the Swiss can- 
ton of Fribourg involving 70 mil- 
lion Swiss francs ($46 million). 

It was not clear how much 
money Marcos held in Geneva, 
but the sources said it was in the 
range of tens of millions of dol- 
lars, (bough less than the amount 
in Fribourg. 

The Philippines says that for a 
man with a salary of less than 


$5,000 a year to accumulate such 
wealth, he must have siphoned 
off public fends during hi$ two 
decades as president before his 
ovethrow in Febroarj 1986. 

But little evidence has surfaced' 
here so far that he has secreted 
away billions of dollars in 
Switzerland as Manila has 
claimed. 

Despite its reputation for bank- 
ing secrecy, Switzerland has 
shown willingness to assist in 
cases of criminal activity. But it 
has insisted Marcos be charged 
and have the right to defend 
himself. 


Two Indian air crashes kill 165 


NEW DELHI (Agencies) — Two elderly Indian Airliners crashed 
2.000 kilometres apart Wednesday, killing 165 people on the worst 
day in the country’s domestic aviation history. 

A 28-year-old Boeing 737 of the main domestic carrier, Indian 
Airlines, burst into flames when it hit the ground five kilometres 
short of the airport at Ahmadabad, the biggest city in the western 
state of GqjaraL 

Five of the 135 people on board survived India’s worst domestic 
air crash. Airline officials said the survivors, all Indians, suffered 
burns and three were in critical condition. 

Two Japanese were aboard the plane along with five other 
foreigners whose' nationalities were not immedia tely known. 

Two hours after the Ahmadabad disaster, a 25-year-old Fokfcer 
Friendship Turboprop of Vayudoot, India’s second domestic car- 
rier, lost contact ' with the control tower at Gauhati in the 
mountainous northeastern state of Assam. 

Air force helicopters spotted the wreckage on a forested hill 20 
kflo m etres away several hours later . 

A spokeswoman for the Vayudoot airline expressed fears there 
were no survivors. 


The Indian Airlines fligh t crashed in thick fog at 7:40 a.m. (0210 
GMT), on its final approach to Ahmadabad airport, raid Capt- J.D. 
Rao, company operations manager in Bombay. The airport is about 
800 kflometres southwest of New Delhi. 

The plane made more than use attempt to land, according to G.K. 
Rawal, police inspector at the Ahmadabad airport. 

Rawal said 130 bodies had been recovered, and that the five 
survivors — all hospitalised after being rescued from the turning 
aircraft — were expected to poll through. 

Another airport police official said it was proving impossible to 
identify many of the bodies because they had been burned beyond 
recognition. 


One survivor, Vinod Tripathy, said the plane exploded in the air 
and then again after cr ashing . He said he was burned .in the second 
Mast. 

“I can, even at the age of 57, run like a hare,’ ’ Tripathy told 
reporters from his bed at dvfl hospital. “I continued to ran, 
undeterred by the two blasts and later, after covering a reasonable 
distance, fell unconsdons.” 


6 share Nobel physics, chemistry prizes 


STOCKHOLM (AP) — Leon 
Lederman and Melvin Schwartz 
of the United States and Jack 
Steinberger of Switzerland won 
the Nobel prize in physics 
Wednesday. 

The Royal Academy of Scien- 
ces also named three West Ger- 
mans — Johann Deisenhofer, 
Robert Huber and Hartmut 
Michel, as winners of the Nobel 
prize in chemistry. 

The West Germans were rited 
“for the determination of the 


three-dimensional structure of a 
photo-synthetic reaction centre.” 

'They are the first to succeed 
in unravelling the full details of 
how a membrane-bound protein 
is built up 7 revealing the structure 
of the molecule atom by atom,” 
the announcement said. 

Each prize carries a cash award 
of $390,000 to be divided among 
the winners. 


their work was carried out in the 
1960s. 


The three physics winners were 
cited for their work with neutrino 
beams. The announcement said. 


The announcement also cited 
their discovery of the muon neut- 
rino. 

- Neutrinos, the most common 
particles in nature, are constitu- 
tents of matter so tiny that they 
have “ghostlike” qualities that 
enable them to pass through any 
surface. 

"The contribution now 
awarded consisted among other 
things of transforming the ghostly 


neutrino into an active tool of 
research,” the announcement 
said. 

Schwartz said in a telephone 
interview from his home in San 
Francisco that he was excited 
about the award. 


“The work was the first 
pioneering effort to essentially 
put together an experiment in 
which neutrinos... which very - 
rarely interact in matter at all... 
interact,” he said. 


Thousands 
protest in 
Sri Lanka 


COLOMBO (R) — Police Bred 
tear-gas and rubber bullets as 
thousands of demonstrators 
took part in widespread anti- 
government protests In Sri 
Lanka Wednesday, police said. 

A senior military nBMai said 
a six-hoar curfew was iwpnwnl 
in the north-central town of 
Anuradhapnra after stone- 
throwing demonstrators dam-- 
aged at least six hoses. 

Colombo polke said about 

5.000 people marched through 
the s ub ur b of Ratmalana de- 
manding the government’s res- 
ignation and the removal of 

52.000 Indian troops sent to Sri 
Lanka to enforce a peace 
accord signed with India last 
year. 


Police fired tear-gas and rob- 
ber bullets to tfisperae the pro- 
testers who damaged buses and 
pofice jeeps. Some policemen 
received minor injuries. 

Port and railway workers in 
Colombo also joined the pro- 
tests which disrupted train ser- 
vices. 

Pofice said in several areas in 
southern Sri Lanka, banks, 
government offices, factories 
and shops dosed as employees 
joined street protests. 

The military official said the 
protests were organised by the 
People’s Liberation Front 
which has been Mamed for 
more than 450 murders in its 
campaign against the India -Sri 
Lankan accord aimed at ending 
a Tanul separatist revolt. 

Police said the rebels also 
raided a pofice post in central 
Kandy district and stole six 
guns and ammunition. 

Front gunmen shot dead a 
driver employed by the chair- 
man of Sri Lanka’s ruling Un- 
ited National Party Tuesday 
slight in the southern town of 
PtKyandala. 

In another development, re- 
ports said Wednesday that 600 
Indian soldiers had been (tilled 
and about 1,400 wounded in 
action in Sri Lanka up to early 
October this year. 

The Indian peacekeeping 
force was brought to control the 
Tamil rebels operating in the 
north of the country after Col- 
ombo and New Delhi signed the 
peace pact. Voices of dissent 
against the pact have also been 
gathering strength in the run- 
up to the next general elections 
in Sri Lanka. 


•S. bases pact sparks controversy in Manila 


MANILA (AP) — President 
Corazon Aquino Wednesday 'dis- 
missed criticism of a new agree- 
ment on the leasing of military 
bases to the United States, and 
the largest political party in con-' 
grass pledged to support the con- 
troversial accord. 

Criticism of the treaty con- 
tinued. About 150 members of 
the leftist May Fust movement 
burned an American flag near the 
U.S. embassy to protest the sign- 
ing Monday in Washington by 
U.S, Secretary of State George 
Shultz and Foreign Secretary 
Raul Manglapus. 

Marchers shouted anti-Amer- 
ican slogans and carried banners 
displaying slogans opposing the 
bases. * Riot police prevented 


them from marching to the 
embassy grounds, and they dis- 
persed peacefully. 

The agreement allows the Lin- 
ked States to maintain six bases 
here until 1991 in return for $962 
million in aid over the final two 
years of the pact. 

Filipino negotiqjprs had de- 
manded $1.2 billion annually, 
and critics charged the govern- 
ment settled for too little. 
Opposition Senator Juan Ponce 
Enrile said the agreement showed 
that Aquino had secretly decided 
to work for extending the bases 
after their lease expires in 
September 1991. 

“I knew that it would not get 
total acceptance,” Aquino said of 
the agreement. “But I still be- 


lieve Secretary Manglapus did a 
very commendable job and that 
certainly, it is a big improvement 
from the previous bases agree- 
ment.” 

The United States had been 
paying $180 million a year for use 
of Clark Air Base, Subic Bay 
Naval Base and four smaller in- 2 ' 
stallations. 

Despite the increase, there has 
been strong criticism of the agree- 
ment because the government 
.raised public- expectations that it 
would hold out for $1.2 billion a 
year as well as other concessions 
that Manglapus failed to win.

Trial threatens Corsican truce 


BORDEAUX, France (R) — 
Corsican nationalist leaders say a 
four-month truce declared by 
separatist guerrillas on the 
French island is in danger unless 
two alleged killers are cleared of 
a 1982 murder. 

Defence witness Edmond 
Simeoni, leader of the Union of 
Corsican People, said Tuesday 
the trial of Felix Tomasi and 
Charles Pieri threatened, the 
tenuous peace now reigning in 
Corsica after years of killings and 
bombings. 

“This happy truce has got Cor- 
sica out of the daily diet of bombs 
and chaos. Good sense has begun 
to prevail but this trial could set 
things back/’ Simeoni told a 
panel of seven judges in the 
no-jtiry trial reserved for terrorist 
offences. 


Separatist guerillas of the ban- 
ned Corsican National Liberation 


Front have threatened to end the 
truce if the two men are convicted 1 
of killing a soldier and wounding 
another in a raid on a Foreign 
Legion base in Corsica in 1982. 

The front claimed responsibil- 
ity for the killing, but the two 
defendants deny they took part in 
the raid. They have been held in 
custody since 1983. 

Another defence witness, 
nationalist politician Leo Battes- 
ti, appealed to the court to turn a 
“bad page in Corsica’s history” 
by ending the victimisation of 
separatists. 

He said the trial could mark the 
end of “the legal system's attacks 
on militant nationalists.” 

Battesti denied the guerrillas 
were trying to blackmail French 
justice by threatening renewed 
violence. 

“We want justice to be re- 
spected, but we also want it to be 


respectable,” he said. 

In Paris, political sources said 
Socialist Prune Minister Michel 
Rocard was attempting to end the 
conflict which has killed dozens 
on the island since the 1970s.. 


Although the government has 
ruled out granting independence 
to Corsica, the sources said dis- 
creet contacts had been made 
between officials and separatists. 

They said Rocard might pledge 
to give the island a massive injec- 
tion of cash and resources to 
alleviate unemployment, which is 
higher than the national average. 

- Rocard recently succeeded in 
curbing separatist strife in the 
overseas territory of New Caledo- 
nia. He initiated peace talks on 
the South Pacific islands between 
separatists and pro-French loyal- 
ists which ended in an accord to 
lay down arms. 



Heavyweight drug 
dealer pleads guilty 


NEW ORLEANS (R) — U.S; 
prosecutors wheeled into a cour- 
troom here a man suspected of 
being one of the world’s biggest 
cocaine dealers — literally. 
Edwin “Perdue” Roberts, who 
prosecutors say weighs more than 
320 kilogrammes, was pushed 
Monday into court seated in an 
oversized armchair mounted on a 
wooden platform with wheels. He' 
pleaded guilty to trafficking in 
cocaine. Roberts' girth created 
problems in getting him into 
court. Sal Anselm o, Robert's 
attorney, said a van was rented to 
transport him to court, accompa- 
nied by two nurses. Roberts will 
be sentenced in December. Judge 
Patrick E. Carr allowed him to 
remain free on bail until the 
sentencing, saying Roberts is 
“ unlike ly to be able to flee.” • 


High society shoving 
match costs $3,000 


SAN FRANCISCO (R) — Two 
San Francisco socialites have 
been ordered by a judge to stay at 
least 120 mertres away from each 
other after engaging in a dance- 
floor shoving match. Municipal 
Court Judge Lillian Sing also 
Monday ordered Ann Hunting- 
ton, wife of railways heir John 
Huntington, to donate $3,000 to a 
shelter for battered women after 
she pleaded no contest on a 
charge of battery. The incident in 
February was made public by San 
Francisco Chronicle columnist 
Herb Caen, who reported that 
the two women bumped each 
other during a fashion show 
dance. “One shove led to 
another,” Caen wrote, describing 
a scene in which the pair kicked, 
screamed and scratched. 


Valuable gem fails 
to find buyer 


NEW YORK (R) — The Man- 
dalay Ruby, one of the world's 
most valuable gems, failed to find 
a buyer at Sotheby's auction 
house Tuesday. Bidding on the 
wine-red, 48-carat Burmese ruby 
closed at $7.7 million, well under 
the lowest price the anonymous 
owner had specified for it. 
Sotheby’s had expected it to fetch 
between $10 and $15 million.
